The  tragedy  that  took  America  by  storm  on  September  11, 
2001,  had  a  tremendous  impact  on  everyone  living  in  this  great 
nation.  Perhaps  the  people  who  experienced  the  most  pain  on 
that  disastrous  day  were  the  people  of  New  York.  Their  co- 
workers, family  members,  friends,  and  buildings  had  been  taken 
from  them  over  a  period  of  a  couple  of  hours.  During  the  turmoil 
of  this  catastrophe,  many  heroes  emerged  from  all  over  New 
York. 

As  office  workers  were  frantically  trying  to  get  out  of  the 
burning  building,  they  were  met  by  a  wave  of  valiant  firefighters 
rushing  straight  into  the  hell  that  the  workers  were  so  desperately 
trying  to  escape.  In  the  end,  343  of  these  fearless  firefighters 
were  among  the  multitude  of  missing  persons  or  were  identified 
among  the  dead.  After  the  fire  was  extinguished,  hundreds  of 
firefighters  from  all  over  the  country  came  in  to  clean  up  over  two 
hundred  floors  of  rubbish.  Their  work  did  not  go  unnoticed  or 
unappreciated.  In  President  Bush's  Ground  Zero  speech,  he  said, 
"I  can  hear  you,  the  people  of  the  world  hear  you,  and  the  people 
who  brought  these  buildings  down  will  hear  all  of  us  soon."  All 
over  the  U.S.,  people  became  more  patriotic.  Everyone  pulled 
together  to  help  overcome  the  devastating  results  of  the  attacks. 
Louisiana  donated  a  truck  to  a  firehouse  in  New  York  called  "The 
Spirit  of  Louisiana."  The  reaction  of  the  American  people  proves 
that  there  still  are  heroes  in  the  land,  and  we  really  are  proud  to 
be  Americans.

We  lost 
two  of  the  most  beautiful  and  breathtaking  sites  in 
our  country  and  many  of  our  fellow  Americans.

The  stock  market  suffered  the  hardest  fall  in 
history.   Many  major  companies  such  as  airlines  anc 
casinos  had  to  lay  off  workers.

Tom  Brokaw  and  Bill  Gates  contained  a  powdery, 
white  substance  that  soon  was  said  to  be  anthrax.

However  this  tragedy  did  not  cause  Americans  to 
give  up  hope.   People  began  to  realize  that  their 
jobs  and  material  possessions  were  of  little 
importance;  but  family  and  religion  are  what 
matters.   Not  only  did  church  attendance  rise 
dramatically,  but  prayer  came  to  the  forefront. 

Red,  white,  and  blue  became  the  most  popular 
colors.  Americans  saw  flags  on  t-shirts  bearing  the 
words  "God  bless  America".  American  flag  decals 
graced  most  vehicles.   Front  yards  across  America 
waved  the  American  flag  with  pride.   Needless  to 
say,  the  American  people  banned  together  like  nevi 
before.   Although  the  attacks  on  September  11th 
were  devastating  to  say  the  least,  there  is  no  doub 
that  America  will  emerge  stronger  than  ever  before

A  New  Kind  of  War

The  name  "Osama  Bin  Laden"  was  unfamiliar  to  most 
Americans  before  September  11,  2001.  After  that  dreadful  day  the 
name  brought  fear,  sadness,  and  rage  to  the  heart  of  every 
American.  "America's  New  War"  is  what  the  world  is  calling  the 
United  States'  battle  with  terror.   The  name  "New  War"  means 
"Different  War."  This  war  is  unlike  any  war  that  America  has  ever 
faced  before.  America  is  not  fighting  a  certain  country,  as  in  the 
past.  America  is  battling  a  rebel  regime.  On  September  11,  2001, 
President  Bush  addressed  the  nation  in  an  effort  to  console  and 
comfort.  He  stated,  "None  of  us  will  ever  forget  this  day.  Yet,  we 
go  forward  to  defend  freedom  and  all  that  is  good  and  just  in  our 
world." 

Retaliation  began  soon  after  the  attacks  on  the  World  Trade 
Center  and  the  Pentagon.  Air  Strikes  were  initiated  on  October  7, 
2001.  Shortly  thereafter,  American  soldiers  were  sent  to  search 
for  Osama  Bin  Laden  cave  by  cave,  where  he  was  believed  to  be 
in  hiding  and  protected  by  other  members  of  his  group,  the  al 
Qaeda. 

On  November  28,  2001,  CIA  officer  Mike  Spann  was  killed  in  a 
prison  riot  in  northern  Afghanistan.  He  was  the  first  American  man 
to  loose  his  life  during  this  new  war.  On  January  10,  2002,  seven 
U.S.  Marines  were  killed  in  a  plane  crash  in  Pakistan.  Among  the 
seven  was  the  first  woman  killed,  radio  operator  Sergeant 
Jeannette  Winters. 
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A  dynamic  city  with  an  interesting  past

JNatchitoches...a  strange  name  with  an  interesting  past. 
The  city  of  Natchitoches  was  founded  in  1714,  making  it  the 
oldest  permanent  settlement  in  the  Louisiana  Purchase. 
Many  descendants  of  the  first  families  still  reside  in 
Natchitoches,  and  about  one-third  of  the  residents  are 
related  to  each  other.  Natchitoches'  founder,  Louis 
Juchereau  St.  Denis,  is  rumored  to  be  buried  at  the 
American  Cemetery,  located  on  Second  Street.  This  is  also 
the  gravesite  of  a  former  mayor  of  Natchitoches  who  was 
assassinated. 


.enes  from  the  movie  "Steel  Magnolias"  were  also  filmed  at 
the  cemetary.  The  movie  starring  Julia  Roberts  is  well-known 
to  this  community  but  was  not  Natchitoches'  first  claim  to 
fame.  John  Wayne's  production  of  "The  Horse  Soldiers"  and 
"Man  in  the  Moon"  were  also  filmed  in  Natchitoches.

A  person  traveling  along  Front  Street  may  "What  is  the  deal  with  these  bricks?"  The  bricks 
were  once  threatened  to  be  removed  from  the  streets  to  be  replaced  with  blacktop.  Local 
women  of  the  historical  preservation  group  found  out  about  this  and  organized  a  protest  by 
lying  down  across  the  bricks.  The  bricks  stayed.  Although  the  bricks  will  remain  a  part  of 
Natchitoches,  Keyser  Bridge  will  not.  It  was  first  built  in  the  1960's  as  a  temporary  bridge,  bu 
a  permanent  bridge  was  never  built  to  replace  it.  After  all  these  years,  Keyser  Bridge  will  soor 
be  replaced  with  another  temporary  bridge  while  construction  workers  work  on  a  permanent 
replacement. 


Also  located  on  Front  Street,  the  Pioneer  Pub 
serves  as  a  local  hangout.  This  building,  dating 
back  to  the  1830's,  was  the  location  of  the  First 
Federal  Bank  in  Louisiana.  Anyone  wanting  to 
trade  land  north  of  Opelousas  passed  through 
Natchitoches  and  made  land  deals  at  what  is  now 
known  as  "The  Pub."

I, 


t  is  the  day  of  my  flight  - 1  leave  for  six 
weeks  of  school  in  Spain.  I  am  in 
New  Orleans  with  my  parents  enjoying 
breakfast  in  a  cafe,  hardly  able  to  keep 
down  any  food  because  I  am  so  excited.  It  is 
finally  here  -  the  only  other  time  I  have  been 
out  of  the  country  was  senior  trip  to  Cancun, 
Mexico. 

Fourteen  hours  later,  I  arrive  and  meet 
my  Spanish  family.

orthwestern  had  made  many  modifications  to  the  campus  this  year 
to  help  better  serve  the  students  as  well  as  beautify  the  campus.  Two 
buildings,  Morrison  Hall  and  the  Family  Consumer  Science  Building,  are 
currently  undergoing  a  complete  renovation. 

Morrison  Hall  houses  the  students  of  the  Louisiana  Scholar's  College, 
and  the  Family  and  Consumer  Science  Building  provides  for  the 
hotel/restaurant  management  and  tourism  majors,  nursing  majors,  as 
well  as  other  service  professions.  Both  buildings  were  erected  in  the 
1950s  as  one  project.  Likewise,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
Scholar's  College,  Morrison  Hall  and  the  Family  and  Consumer  Science 
Building  will  undergo  a  joint  renovation  costing  around  $4,000,000. 

Loren  Lindsey,  director  of  the  NSU  physical  plant,  commented  on  the 
intentions  of  his  committee,  "We  are  attempting  to  bring  these  1950 

model  buildings  up  to  21st  century  standards,"  he  said. 

These  facilities  will  be  equipped  with  central  air  and  heat,  elevators 
to  comply  with  ADA  standards,  and  energy-efficient  thermostats. 
Through  consultation  with  the  committee  expressing  a  need  for  certain 
materials  in  the  classroom  and  the  department  heads  on  the  subject  of 
teaching  styles,  the  architects  constructed  a  plan  that  will  work  for  both 
request. 

I  am  really  glad  that  Morrison  is  finally  getting  some  seriously 
needed  renovations,  but  I  hate  the  fact  that  I  will  be  'homeless'  for  the 
last  two  years  of  college,"  said  John  Birch,  a  senior  in  Scholar's  College. 

Across  campus,  Demon  football  players  took  great  pride  this  year  as 
they  took  the  field  at  Turpin  Stadium,  playing  their  first  season  on  new 
turf.  The  previous  turf  was  replaced  because  of  some  deterioration  in  the 
ground.  The  new  turf  placed  on  the  field  is  called  'Astro  Play.'  It  is  a  free- 
floating  turf  that  is  anchored  on  the  sides.  This  $700,000  project  consists 
of  80  two-ton  bags  of  rubber  granules  that  are  interlaced  with  grass. 
This  new  turf  is  easier  to  play  on  and  provides  much  more  comfort  for 
the  players.

All  academic  programs  become  accredited. 


Seniors  who  graduate  from  Northwestern  this  year  will  for  the  first  time  receive  a 
diploma  from  a  100  percent  accredited  university.  In  1996  Dr.  Randall  Webb  and  his 
colleges  set  forth  a  five-year  goal  to  make  all  programs  at  Northwestern  accredited.  In 
the  fall  of  2001  that  goal  became  a  reality. 

This  came  as  the  Accreditation  Board  for  Engineering  and  Technology  recognized 
NSU's  electronics  engineering  technology  baccalaureate  and  associate  of  science  in 
electronics  technology  degrees. 

University  officials  said  that  100  percent  accreditation  speaks  strongly  for  the 
University's  stature  in  the  state. 

"Gaining  accreditation  will  have  many  advantages  for  our  students. ..many 
employers  understand  the  accreditation  process  and  seek  graduates  from  accredited 
programs,"  said  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Hall  Jr.,  department  head  of  Industrial  and  Engineering 
Technology  at  Northwestern.  He  also  added  that  many  states  offer  special  licenses  for 
those  graduates  who  have  completed  ABET  accredited  programs.  Many  other 
professionals  in  fields  such  as  nursing,  education,  and  business  take  into  consideration 
those  graduates  from  accredited  programs. 

Staying  accredited  will  be  an  ongoing  process  for  the  46  departments  of  the 
University.  Many  of  the  programs  will  go  through  the  reaccreditation  process  within  the 
next  two  years. 

The  journalism,  industrial  technology,  and  veterinary  technology  programs  already 
have  their  sights  set  on  reevaluation.

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Are  classes  more  of  an  obligation  than 
something  that  interests  you?  Let's  step  outside  the 
box  for  a  minute.   How  would  you  like  to  take  a 
class  where  Dracula  and  Frankenstein  are  required 
reading  instead  of  Shakespeare?  What  about  a  class 
where  you   get  to  learn  fight  choreography  and 
choke  people,  even  if  it  is  just  pretend?  Or  maybe  a 
class  that  discusses  a  war  that  divided  America  and, 
to  some,  changed  the  world? 

Dr.  Rocky  Colavito's  Literature  and  the 
Supernatural  class  puts  a  spin  on  the  ordinary 
English  class.  "It  gives  students  the  opportunity  to 
deal  with  something  that  is  outside  the  boundaries 
of  traditional  literature,"  Colavito  said.   The  class 
studied  supernatural  novels  and  short  stories.   They 
also  watched  the  original  and  contemporary  versions 
of  The  Haunting,  which  was  based  on  Shirley 
Jackson's  novel  The  Haunting  of  Hill  House. 
Students  wrote  papers  on  the  traditional  ideas  of  the 
supernatural,  like  haunted  houses  with  trap  doors 
and  how  contemporary  writers  used  those  ideas.   It 
might  not  be  a  class  that  many  were  aware  of,  but 
enough  interest  was  shown  to  offer  the  class. 
"There  is  a  core  group  of  people  on  the  campus  who 
enjoy  this  sort  of  thing  and  the  English  Department 
is  always  looking  to  accommodate  the  interests  of 
the  people  on  campus,"  Colavito  said. 

Chris  Foster  used  his  and  the  students'  interests 
and  the  Theater  Department's  need  for  fight 
choreography  to  create  a  class.   He  has  offered  the 
Stage  Combat  class  for  the  past  two  years. 

"We  have  a  practical  need  for  it.  Our  productions 
and  the  students  can  benefit  from  it  for  having  it  in 
their  repertoire,"  Foster  said.   Real  fighting 
techniques  were  not  taught  in  the  class.   Students

were  taught  how  to  simulate  violence  on  stage,  and 
safety  was  always  stressed  along  with  the  acting 
techniques  they  learned.  Students  were  also 
required  to  know  information  about  the  Society  of 
American  Fight  Directors,  an  organization  that  trains 
teachers  to  teach  fight  techniques  to  students. 
Foster  is  working  on  his  accreditation  with  the 
organization  and  will  continue  to  offer  the  class. 
"Stage  combat  is  simply  another  tool  for  an  actor  to 
have  in  his  pocket,"  Foster  said. 

Initially,  Dr.  Julie  Kane  had  no  interest  in  doing 
anything  connected  to  the  Vietnam  War.  "It  was 
such  a  divisive  period  in  American  history.  People 
were  so  strongly  for  it  or  against  it,"  Kane  said. 
When  Kiem  Do,  a  South  Vietnamese  naval  officer 
approached  Kane  about  helping  him  write  his 
memoirs,  Kane,  who  was  anti-war,  said  no.  But  then 
"...he  began  to  tell  me  a  little  about  his  story  and  it 
hooked  me,"  Kane  said.  Kane  helped  Do  write  his 
book.  While  doing  research,  she  read  more  literature 
that  came  out  of  that  period  and  felt  it  needed  to  be 
addressed  in  the  classroom.  The  Film  and  Narrative 
Vietnam  class  was  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year 
and  focused  on  literature  and  movies  about  the  war. 
Kane  used  both  American  and  Vietnamese  writers 
and  films  in  the  class."The  truth  of  an  experience 
like  Vietnam  can  only  be  arrived  at  by  looking  at 
multiple  view  points,"  Kane  said. 

These  classes  show  there  is  more  to 
Northwestern  courses  than  just  finite  math  and  fine 
arts,  or  many  of  the  other  classes  that  we  are  all 
required  to  take.  Take  a  minute  to  look  through 
your  course  catalog  or  talk  to  an  adviser  about  what 
classes  are  available.  You  may  be  surprised  at  what 
you  find.

Inside  the  WhiteHouse 


An  influential  Washington  correspondent  speaks  at  NSU

The  belief  that  former  President  Clinton  was  "the  master  of  non-verbal 
communication"  was  one  point  made  by  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  writer  Carl  Cannon  during 
his  speech  yesterday.   Cannon,  who  also  believes  President  Bush   lacks 
these  skills,  thinks  that  President  Bush  is  a  personable  President. 

Cannon  addressed  the  student  body  with  a  speech  titled  "Covering  Presidents: 
Confessions  of  a  White  House  Correspondent"  in  the  television  studio  in  Kyser  Hall. 

Cannon,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Colorado  with  a  degree  in  journalism, 
addressed  an  audience  mostly  comprised  of  journalism  students.  His  speech  was  part  of 
the  journalism  department's  "Makers  and  Shakers"  forum. 

With  wild  references  about  politicians  who  were  subjects  of  satire  on  NBC's  Saturday 
Night  Live  to  insightful  of  stories  of  former  President  Bill  Clinton,  Cannon  captivated  the 
audience. 

"Issue  after  issue. ..Clinton  kept  his  promises,  or  he  tried  to,"  Cannon  said.  "All 
Presidents  attempt  to  keep  their  promises;  they  have  to." 

Cannon,  who  opted  not  to  vote  in  the  1996  election  in  order  to  remain  an  objective 
reporter,  spoke  mostly  about  his  reporting  experiences  on  the  White  House  and  ended 
his  speech  with  insightful  words  to  journalism  students  who  are  looking  to  become 
reporters.  He  said  there  are  three  things  that  are  important  traits  for  journalists. 

"He  gave  us  a  lot  of  ideas  that  we  as  journalism  majors  can  handle  ourselves  in  the 
journalism  world  as  we  graduate  from  college,"  Germel  Rawlings,  a  junior  journalism 
major,  said.  "He  also  had  some  interesting  things  to  say  about  former  President 
Clinton." 

"The  most  important  thing  is  a  really  good  work  ethic,"  Cannon  said.  "And  the 
second  thing  is  having  life  examples. ..And  the  third  important  thing  is  being  fair- 
minded." 

Cannon  also  described  scenes  from  and  around  the  White  House  during  the  terrorist 
attacks  on  Sept.  11.    He  spoke  of  Secret  Service  agents  who  were  "scared"  and 
"uncertain." 

Cannon  is  currently  a  White  House  correspondent  for  the  National  Journal.  He  is 
also  the  president  of  White  House  Correspondents  Association  and  the  winner  of  Gerald

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English  teacher  Julie  Kane  is  living  her  dreams  through  poetry. 


It  is  not  very  often  that  a  student  at  NSU  finds  a  class  interesting  and  a  professor  who  is  interesting  as 
well.  With  Julie  Kane,  an  English  professor  at  NSU,  this  is  the  case. 

Dr.  Kane  was  born  in  Massachusetts  where  she  spent  seven  years  of  her  life.  She  received  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  English  from  Cornell  University,  a  master's  degree  in  creative  writing  from  Boston 
University  and  a  doctorate  degree  in  English  from  LSU.  After  receiving  her  master's  degree,  Dr.  Kane 
taught  at  various  universities  including  Tulane  and  LSU. 

Dr.  Julie  Kane  is  not  only  a  professor;  she  is  a  published  author,  song  writer  and  palm  reader  as  well. 
She  boasts  that  she  became  interested  in  writing  "shortly  after  I  learned  to  read  and  write."  She  began 
to  get  serious  about  her  writing  as  an  undergraduate  at  Cornell.  Dr.  Kane  won  first  prize  in  a  poetry- 
writing  contest  sponsored  by  Mademoiselle  magazine  while  at  Cornell.  Ann  Sexton,  a  judge  of  the 
contest  and  a  poet,  was  Dr.  Kane's  "idle"  at  the  time. 

Dr.  Kane  is  also  living  out  a  writer's  dream;  she  has  two  of  her  works  set  to  music,  and  one  in  the  works. 
"If  I  could  sing,  I  would  have  been  a  singer/songwriter,"  Dr.  Kane  boasts.  "But  since  I  just  have  to  be 
content  with  words,  it's  nice  to  have  somebody  else  give  me  the  music." 

Palm  reading  is  a  hobby  that  Dr.  Kane  enjoys  as  well.  Her  mother  first  introduced  her  to  palm 
reading  when  she  was  just  a  child.  She  took  classes  to  learn  how  to  read  palms  in  the  80's  while  living  in 
New  Orleans  and  practiced  palm  reading  while  in  graduate  school  and  "living  in  poverty"  to  make  a  little 

.extra  money. 

Dr.  Kane  is  a  well  known  for  the  interesting 
literature  classes  that  she  has  taught  during  her 
tour  at  NSU.  She  has  taught  classes  dealing  with 
how  poetry  and  music  relate,  creative  nonfiction 
writing  classes  and  classes  that  discuss  film  and 
literature  of  the  Vietnam  War,  which  is  the  "most 
exciting"  course  that  Dr.  Kane  is  currently 
teaching. 

This  spring  Dr.  Kane  is  leaving  for  Lithuania  to 
teach  creative  writing  for  the  semester.  However, 
she  will  return  in  the  fall  of  2002  to  continue  her 
stint  at  NSU.

Accountants;  faculty  member  of  Blue  Key  and  faculty  advisor  to  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  fraternity.  He 
was  named  Outstanding  Professor  at  Northwestern  in  1968  and  received  Sigma  Tau's  Distinguished 
Service  and  Outstanding  Advisor  Award. 

A  native  of  Vance  County,  N.C.,  Johnny  Johnson  served  in  the  U.S.  Navy  for  11  years,  achieving 
the  rank  of  chief  petty  officer.  He  received  his  bachelors  degree  from  the  Northeast  State  College 
and  then  a  masters  from  Northwestern. 

Tommy  Johnson  taught  in  Northwestern's  Department  of  Business-Distributive  Education  and 
Office  Administration  from  1967  until  1986.  He  was  department  head  for  15  years  and  was 
coordinator  of  the  Center  for  Computer  Literacy  from  1983  until  1986. 

A  native  of  Otis,  Tommy  Johnson  was  a  1958  graduate  of  Northwestern,  He  taught  at  Mer  Rouge 
and  Glenmora  before  joining  NSU's  faculty.  Tommy  Johnson  earned  a  Ph.D.  in  business  education 
from  Arizona  State  University. 

While  at  Northwestern,  Tommy  Johnson  was  named  Outstanding  Young  Educator  of  Natchitoches 
Parish,  Outstanding  Vocational  Teacher  of  Louisiana  and  Outstanding  Business  Educator  of 
Louisiana.  He  served  in  many  educational  civic  functions. 

In  1981,  Tommy  Johnson  was  the  program  chair  for  the  National  Business  Education  Conference 
in  New  Orleans  and  in  1983  he  served  on  the  Commission  for  High  Technology  Education.  He  was 
instrumental  in  developing  the  East/West  Corridor  Commission  now  an  offically  known  as  the  El 
Camino  East/West  Corridor. 
Tommy  Johnson  received  the  title  of  "Professor  Emeritus"  after  his  retirement. 
Sheridan  graduated  from  Northwestern  in  1966.  She  received  the  Wall  Street  Journal  Award  as 
the  Most  Outstanding  Business  Administration  Graduate  that  year.  While  at  Northwestern,  she  was 
also  on  the  State  Fair  Court  for  two  years  and  was  Homecoming  Queen. 

Sheridan  was  an  employee  for  BellSouth  for  25  years.  She  was  manager  for  corporate  and 
external  affairs  in  New  Orleans,  manager  for  human  resources  responsible  for  management  hiring 
in  La.,  Miss,  and  Ala.  Sheridan  also  designed  covers  for  4,000,000  phone  directories  in  La.

NSU's  fall  population  raises  to  9,415 


Northwestern  set  an  enrollment  record  in  the 
fall  of  2001  as  9,  415  students  signed  up  for 
classes. 

Enrollment  for  the  spring  semester  at  the 
University  increased  as  8,299  students  signed  up 
for  classes,  according  to  Registrar  Lillie  Frazier 
Bell.  Enrollment  during  the  previous  spring  was 
8,280  students. 

"We  feel  good  about  our  student  enrollment  for 
the  spring  semester,"  said  NSU  President  Dr. 
Randall  J.  Webb.  "Our  enrollment  was  close  to  our 
fall  figures  even  after  considering  that 
approximately  600  students  graduated  in 
December." 

A  total  of  5,568  students  were  enrolled  on  the 
Natchitoches  campus.  Enrollment  at  branch 
campuses  in  Alexandria,  Leesville,  Shreveport  and 
other  sites  was  2,731  students. 

Total  undergraduate  enrollment  was  7,262  while 
graduate  enrollment  was  1,037. 

Webb  said  that  steps  taken  by  the  University  to 
tighten  financial  aid  requirements  and  ensure  that 


students  are  progressing  toward  a  degree  are 
having  a  positive  impact. 

"The  faculty  and  staff  at  Northwestern  will 
continue  to  work  to  attract  bright,  capable 
students,"  he  said.  "Our  enrollment  figures  are  a 
reflection  of  the  quality  academic  programs  and 
top  flight  faculty  and  staff." 

Northwestern  has  also  worked  with  its  students 
to  make  technology  more  available  as 
approximately  two  million  dollars  in  student 
technology  fees  has  or  will  be  spent  on  student 
computer  labs  and  other  technological 
enhancements.  The  University  has  also 
refurbished  certain  residence  halls  to  create  a 
better  living/learning  environment. 

"Over  the  past  two-and-a-half  years,  serving  the 
students  more  effectively  has  been  a  top  priority," 
said  Webb.  "I  believe  the  students  understand  we 
are  working  on  their  behalf.  That  has  enabled  us 
to  attract  students  and  do  a  better  job  of  retaining 
current  students."

Teachers  ban  cell  phone  use  in  their  classrooms. 


The  Faculty  Senate  passed  a  resolution  prohibiting  cell  phones  in  the  classroom  at  their  meeting  on 
September  18,  2001. 

Proposed  by  Flemming  Thomas,  the  resolution  describes  cell  phones  as  "an  unwelcomed  intrusion  into 
the  academic  endeavors  of  Northwestern  State  University."  In  his  resolution  Thomas,  the  reference  and  inter- 
library  loan  librarian,  determined  that  time  and  places  should  be  designated  where  students  are  allowed  to 
use  cell  phones  on  campus. 

"I  proposed  the  resolution  to  give  the  right  to  faculty  and  staff  to  designate  where  cell  phones  can  be 
used",  said  Thomas,  "Cell  phones  and  beepers  have  really  become  intrusive  to  the  point  of  distractions  to 
other  people," 

Also,  he  proposed  that  each  academic  department  should  delegate  to  its  faculty  "full  and  complete 
authority  to  establish  rules  for  the  use  of  cell  phones  in  classrooms,  laboratories,  seminars,  filed  exercises, 
including  Watson  Library,  and  the  consequences  of  violating  these  rules." 

"Consequences  will  be  left  up  entirely  to  the  faculty  member,"  said  Thomas,  "if  they  want  to  throw  a 
student  out  of  class,  they  can  do  it.  They  have  the  right  anyway." 

Dr.  Sue  Weaver,  Dean  of  the  University  College,  said,  "I  do  find  it  distracting  and  students  should  turn  them  off 
in  class.  I  have  not  heard  what  the  appropriate  locations  are,  but  anywhere  in  class  is  inappropriate." 

"I  would  not  kick  a  student  out  of  the  classroom  for  the  phone  ringing,  though,"  said  Dr.  Weaver. 

Thomas  Reynolds,  English  teacher,  said,  "I  told  my  students  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  I  leave 
my  cell  phone  in  my  office,  so  they  can  leave  theirs." 

"Every  once  in  a  while  someone  will  leave  their  phone  on  by  accident,  but  I  don't  think  they  would  be 
stupid  enough  to  talk  on  it,"  said  Reynolds. 

Lasonna  Frierson,  sophomore,  said,  "It  (cell  phones)  interrupt  the  learning  process.  The  students  can 
talk  to  someone  after  class." 

Jay  Sharplin,  graduate  student,  said,  "I  think  it  is  a  good  idea.  A  ringing  cell  phone  is  pretty  annoying 
while  sitting  in  class." 

Regulations  regarding  the  use  of  cell  phones  shall  be  placed  by  all  academic  departments  in  noticeable 
places,  and  the  rules  will  be  incorporated  into  the  syllabi  of  various  classes.

Threatened  On    Ihe    rlomefront 

Threats  of  terrorism  temporarily  close  the  College  of  Business.

A  phone  call  threatening  anthrax  contamination  cancelled  classes  in  Russell  Hall  for 
Tuesday,  Oct.  30  and  Wednesday,  Oct.  31,  but  lab  tests  showed  the  contamination  to  be  a 
hoax. 

"Someone  called  and  said  the  building  has  been  compromised;  let  the  gihad  begin,"  Dr. 
Walter  Creighton,  Asst.  Director  of  the  Business  Program,  said. 

The  gihad  or  jihad  referred  to  here  is  probably  the  al-Gihad,  an  Islamic  word  meaning 
Holy  Struggle. 

"Hopefully,  the  phone  numbers  on  the  system  will  provide  some  answers,  but  we  don't 
know  yet,"  Creighton  said. 

The  business  departmental  secretary  answered  the  phone  and  received  the  threat. 

Classes  were  officially  cancelled  around  11:30pm,  and  the  State  Police  Hazardous 
Material  team  was  called  to  further  investigate  the  threat  and  its  validity.  The  University  Police 
were  on  the  scene  to  close  down  Russell  Hall  and  start  the  investigation  of  the  threat. 

Dr.  Joel  Worley,  Director  of  the  Business  Program,  was  surprised  by  the  threat  but  was 
suspicious  something  similar  might  occur  here  after  the  threat  at  LSUA  Monday,  Oct.  29.  He 
was  not  sure  whether  it  was  a  real  threat  or  not  but  said  "we  have  to  treat  it  as  real." 

"The  way  I  look  at  it,  I  think  it  was  just  someone  calling  in  just  because  they  wanted  to 
get  out  of  something,"  said  James  King,  an  NSU  senior  "It  happened  at  LSUA  and  people  are 
just  taking  advantage  of  a  bad  situation.  It  is  not  right." 

Dr.  David  Zolzer,  Assistant  Professor  of  Business,  took  the  same  stance  as  King  and 
Worley  calling  the  threat  "just  a  copycat". 

"We  did  benign  swabs  on  all  the  ventilation  ducts,  and  we  are  going  to  submit  those  to 
the  lab  in  Shreveport,  the  Health  Department  Lab,"  Steve  Childers,  Hazardous  Material 
Inspector  Unit,  said.  "(They)  will  grow  cultures  on  them  and  see  if  there  are  any  Anthrax  spores 
or  not,  usually  it  takes  48  hours." 

Russell  Hall  will  remain  closed,  according  to  Childers,  until  the  lab  has  tested  the  swaps 
used  in  the  ventilation  ducts. 

"Until  we  can  come  back  with  whether  it  is  a  negative  or  positive  the  building  will  remain 
shut  down,"  Childers  said,  "aside  from  that,  this  is  the  normal  course  of  action... this  is  what  you 
have  to  do." 

Chief  of  University  Police  Rick  Williams  related  past  threats  in  the  state  to  the  current 
events  on  campus. 

"Since  all  this  business  has  started,  the  State  Police  Haz-Mat  has  tested  more  than  200 
sites  in  the  state. ..and  none  of  them  have  come  out  positive,"  Williams  said.

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Depression 


The  strain  of  college  takes  a  toll  on  students.

|^t  is  common  to  see  a  friend  in  college  get  a  little  down  because  of 
classes  and  other  circumstances  in  his  or  her  life,  but  some  students  find 
themselves  below  the  vjust  a  little  down'  point. 

Graduate  student  and  instructor  of  health  and  exercise  science  Nelle 
Cohen  said  that  depression  is  a  common  problem  among  college 
students  and  many  factors  contribute  to  the  disorder. 

"One  of  the  biggest  stressors  of  college  life  is  greater  academic 
demands,"  she  said. 

Cohen  said  that  many  other  factors  such  as  changes  in  family 
relations,  financial  responsibilities,  and  exposure  to  new  people,  ideas,  and 
temptations  contribute  to  depression. 

A  study  by  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health  Association  reported  that 
substance  abuse  disorders  (both  alcohol  and  other  substances)  co-exist  with 
depression.  Those  disorders  are  present  in  32  percent  of  individuals  with 
depression. 

Cohen  also  noted  half  of  all  suicides  are  committed  by  alcoholics,  and  35  to  40 
percent  of  the  suicides  by  non-alcoholics  are  alcohol-related. 

A  person  may  show  a  broad  range  of  signs  when  he  or  she  is  suffering  from 
depression.  Those  might  include  irritability,  fatigue  or  loss  of 
energy,  sleeping  too  much  or  too  little,  difficulty  concentrating 
and  remembering  details,  or  making  decisions. 

Cohen  said  a  decline  of  participation  in  extracurricular 
activities  is  one  of  the  most  apparent  signs. 

"Depressed  individuals  have  a  loss  of  pleasure  and 
interest  in  activities  they  once  enjoyed,"  she  said. 

Students  who  suspect  that  they  or  someone  may  be 
depressed  should  realize  that  it  is  an  actual  medical  illness, 
not  a  sign  of  personal  weakness. 

"A  college  student  can  seek  help  from  the  University's 
health  center... overall,  remember  that  someone  who  is 
experiencing  depression  needs  lots  of  support,  patience,  and 
encouragement,"  Cohen  said.

hey  all  sport  their  conference  rings  -  the 
ones  that  identify  them  as  the  defending 
Southland  Conference  Champions.  The  Demon's 
tumultuous  ride  last  year  spawned  varying 
emotions. 

There  were  good  moments.  "We  swept 
Lamar  at  a  pivotal  point  in  the  season,"  said 
pitcher  Jason  Slanina.  "That  series  let  the 
conference  know  that  we  were  the  real  deal  and 
we  were  coming  to  play  every  game.  I  think  after 
that  we  all  had  the  belief  that  winning  conference 
was  a  realistic  goal  for  us." 

There  were  winning  moments.  "Against 
Southwest  Texas,  we  only  had  to  win  one  game 
out  of  two  to  secure  our  conference 
championship,"  said  senior  Brad  Hanson.  "Well, 
we  won  the  first  game,  which  meant  we  were  the 
conference  champs.  But  we  didn't  celebrate;  we 
just  went  out  there  and  won  the  second  game. 
That  shows  how  confident  and  focused  we  were. 
They  had  only  lost  one  game  all  year  on  their 
field  and  we  take  two  from  them  in  one  day." 
There  were  disappointing  moments,  as  well. 
During  the  selection  for  regional,  the  Demon's 
lost  out  to  University  of  Houston. 

"Just  look  at  the  records  -  they  didn't  deserve 
it,"  said  Hanson. 

"I  don't  think  anyone  will  forget  the  selection 
show  -  when  they  called  out  Houston,  that  hurt 
real  bad,"  said  Slanina. 

With  a  little  healing  time  under  their  belts, 


the  fourteen  seniors  now  use  that  situation  as  a 
motivating  force.  "It's  a  good  thing  that  it 
happened,  it  left  everyone  pretty  mad  and  with 
something  to  prove  this  year,"  said  Hanson. 
The  draft  -  baseball  draft  -  another  issue  on  the 
minds  of  this  veteran  team. 

"I  don't  feel  like  I  carried  enough  of  the  load 
with  the  pitching  staff  last  year,"  admits  Slanina. 
"So,  that's  my  main  focus  this  year,  but  if 
anything  else  happens,  it  would  be  great." 

Former  Demon  powerhouse  Jordan  Robison 
fulfilled  his  dreams  of  becoming  a  major  league 
ball  player.  After  graduating  in  December,  he  will 
return  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri  to  play  for  the 
Cardinals.  "It's  a  dream  come  true  -  awesome," 
explains  Robison.  "It's  what  I've  worked  for  my 
whole  life,  now  I'm  just  pretty  relieved." 

A  new  addition  to  the  Demon  family  is  new 
Head  Coach  Mitch  Gaspard.  Gaspard  took  over 
the  organization  when  former  coach  John  Cohen 
left  to  fill  the  position  of  assistant  coach  at 
University  of  Florida. 

"The  atmosphere  is  much  more  relaxed  this 
year;  last  year  tended  to  be  somewhat  tense," 
said  Hanson.  "He's  not  coming  in  here  trying  to 
change  everything,  we're  a  senior  team  and  he 
respects  that." 

"This  change  has  turned  out  to  help 
everybody  in  every  aspect,"  said  Slanina. 

"He  knows  his  role  as  a  coach  and  the  team 
is  extremely  pleased  with  him."

.ow  many  times  have  you  heard 
"Nak-I-tosh?"  or  "where  the  hell  is  that?" 
or  even  "oh,  the  one  in  Illinois?"  Well, 
you  should  not  hear  this  any  more 
because  the  2000-2001  Demons 
basketball  team  has  put  Northwestern 
State  University  on  the  map. 

For  the  first  time  in  school  history 
the  2000-2001  Demons  basketball  team 
won  an  NCAA  Tournament  game.  The 
road  to  the  tournament  was  not  an  easy 
one  for  the  Demons.  Before  the  NCAA 
Tournament,  they  found  themselves 
matched  up  against  the  Southland 
Conference  regular  season  champions, 
the  McNeese  State  University  Cowboys, 
in  the  SLC  Tournament  championship 
game.  With  their  17-12  record,  the 
Demons  defeated  the  Cowboys  72-71  to 
move  on  to  the  NCAA  Tournament.  The 
Demons  increased  their  overall  record  to 
18-12  with  the  win  over  McNeese  State. 
After  the  win  at  the  Century  Tel  Center  in 
Bossier  City,  the  Demons  made  their 
"march"  to  Dayton,  Ohio. 

In  the  first  round  of  the  NCAA 
Tournament,  and  NSU's  tournament 
debut  game,  the  red  hot  Demons  faced

the  Big  South  Conference  champions,  the 
Winthrop  University  Eagles.  With 
outstanding  performances  by  senior  Chris 
Thompson,  who  netted  18  points  and 
ripped  down  11  rebounds,  and  freshman 
D'or  Fischer,  who  scored  10  points,  pulled 
down  11  rebounds  and  swatted  9  Eagle 
shots,  the  Demons  moved  past  Winthrop 
with  a  final  score  of  71-67. 
"There's  no  denying  the  impact  D'or  had 
on  the  game  or  how  well  Chris  played," 
Demon  head  coach  Mike  McConathy  said. 
"You  want  to  know  what  won  the  game 
for  us?  Fifteen  guys  did.  And  I  really 
mean  that." 

The  next  opponent  for  the 
Midwest  Region's  64th  seeded  Demons 
was  number  one  seeded  Illinois 
University.  It  truly  was  a  David  versus 
Goliath  match-up.  The  Demons' 
Cinderella  season  came  to  an  end  with 
the  54-96  loss  against  Illinois.  The 
Demons  finished  their  season  with  an 
overall  record  of  19-13.  Northwestern 
State's  visit  to  the  "big  dance"  has  left  an 
everlasting  memory  in  the  minds  of 
2000-2001  Demons  as  well  as  students, 
faculty  and  the  town  of  Natchitoches.

The  2001  season  was  an  eventful  one  for  the  Demon  softball  team.  They  finished  their  season 
ranked  fifth  in  the  Southland  Conference,  breaking  a  string  of  three  consecutive  Southland  Conference 
titles. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  season  was  the  Southland  Conference  Tournament.  The  Demons  lost 

the  first  game  of  the  tournament  to 
Louisiana-Monroe,  but  they  came  back 
to  defeat  Southwest  Texas  and  went  on 
to  play  a  second  and  decisive  game  in 
the  double  elimination  tournament. 
Northwestern  is  the  only  school  in 
Southland  history  to  come  back  from  a 
first  game  loss  to  advance  to  the 
tournament  finals  in  the  current  format. 
Individual  members  of  the  team  won 
their  own  honors.  Jada  Garcia,  Tracye 
Thompson,  and  Lauren  Miller  were 
named  to  the  SLC  All-Academic  Team. 
To  receive  this  award,  student  athletes 
must  complete  one  full  year  on  campus 
and  earn  at  least  a  3.0  cumulative  GPA 
through  the  spring  semester.  Four  other 
Demons  were  named  to  the  All- 
Louisiana  collegiate  softball  team.  Erin 
Mancuso,  Annie  Johnston,  Erin 
Palomarez,  and  Amanda  Ortego  were 
chosen  for  this  all-state  team  earlier  this 
year. 

The  Demons  finished  the  season 
at  30-20  and  came  one  win  short  of  an 
NCAA  Tournament  bid.

The  Lady  Demon  "spikers"  ended  their  2001 
season  with  a  disappointing  overall  record  of  6- 
23  and  a  Southland  Conference  record  of  2-18. 
Their  only  two  conference  wins  came  against 
University  of  Louisiana-Monroe,  who  had  no  (that 
is  zero)  Southland  Conference  wins.  The  Lady 
Demons  lost  14  times  in  matches,  which  lasted 
only  three  games. 

"Challenging"  is  the  one  word  junior  outside 
hitter  Christina  Stone,  who  led  the  Lady  Demons 
in  kills  (295)  and  digs  (298),  used  to  sum  up  the 
2001  season. 

The  2001  season  was  not  a  total  loss  for  the 
Lady  Demons.  There  are  great  expectations  for 
this  year's  recruiting  class. 


"We  have  some  really  good  talent  from  the 
freshmen  that  we  got,"  Stone  said. 

The  Lady  Demons  are  looking  to  "dig"  up  some 
play  for  next  season's  rigorous  schedule.  This 
year's  losing  season  has  inspired  the  sweet 
swinging  Lady  Demons  to  improve  next  year. 

"There  is  a  strong  desire  to  improve  the 
volleyball  program,"  Stone  said.  "With  the 
experience  that  we  have  had  with  this  season,  it 
will  give  us  more  wins  next  year." 

The  Northwestern  State  University  Lady 
Demons  will  return  to  volleyball  action  next  fall, 
and  they  hope  to  bring  the  punch  they  need  to 
once  again  make  themselves  Southland 
Conference  champion  contenders.

The  statue-stealing  boys  from  Demonland  once  again  found  themselves  in  the  NCAA  Division  I-AA 
playoffs  at  the  end  of  their  2001  season. 

That  is  right!  The  Northwestern  State  University  Demons  football  team  emerged  from  the  depths  of  the 
Southland  Conference  to  meet  the  Montana  Grizzlies  in  the  first  round  of  the  playoffs.  The  Demons  failed 
to  advance  in  the  playoffs  after  their  28-19  loss  to  Montana. 

Though  the  Demon's  season  ended  earlier  than  they 
preferred,  they  did  manage  to  meet  several  milestones 
this  season.  NSU  quarterback  Craig  Nail,  who  transferred 
from  LSU  last  spring,  broke  the  NSU  single-season 
passing  record  in  only  nine  games  this  season  and  was 
named  the  Southland  Conference  "Newcomer  of  the 
Year."

Northwestern's  track  team  had  an  eventful  2001-2002,  both  good  and  bad. 

Triple  jumper  Kenta  Bell,  a  graduate  of  the  University  came  home  with  a  gold  medal  from 
the  World  University  Games  held  in  Beijing,  China  on  May  30,  2001. 

Bell  had  almost  placed  at  the  W.U.G.  previously,  but  failed  to  keep  the  distance  needed  to 
keep  first  place. 

"I've  lost  so  many  competitions  in  the  last  round. ..this  was  the  first  time  I  came  back,  and 
it's  my  first  title." 

Earlier,  Bell  finished  sixth  in  the  games  in  the  long  jump  with  a  25-11  mark. 

Bell  was  a  three-time  Ail-American  in  the  triple  jump  who  qualified  for  seven  different 
NCAA  Indoor  and  Outdoor  Division  I  Championships  while  he  was  at  Northwestern. 

Later  in  the  year  mourners  gathered  in  Tioga,  La.  to  remember  All-American  javelin  star 
Steve  Stockton. 

Stockton  died  at  the  young  age  of  39  after  a  heart  attack.  He  was  married  and  a  father  of 
two. 

He  was  two-time  All-American  in  the  javelin,,  finishing  third  at  the  1981  NCAA  Division  I 
Track  and  Field  Championships  and  second  at  the  1983  NCAA  meet.

"We  did  not  compete  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  I 
totally  agree  with  Coach  Johnson.  We  have  a  lot  of 
changes  to  make  before  next  season.  Individually  we 
need  to  be  stronger." 

There  is  a  silver  lining  to  every  cloud  and  this  is 
no  exception. 

"We  are  not  losing  anyone  because  we  have  no 
seniors  on  the  team,"  Johnson  said.  "All  the  members 
have  the  opportunity  to  return.  Hopefully  we'll  get 
over  our  inexperience  and  be  better."

The  University  lost  its  head  football  coach,  Steve  Roberts,  on  December  21, 
2001. 

Roberts,  who  had  been  head  coach  for  the  Demons  for  the  past  two  seasons, 
returned  to  his  home  turf  at  Arkansas  State  University. 

Quickly,  Northwestern's  Sports  Athletic  Director  Greg  Burke  was  quick  to  search 
for  a  replacement. 

On  January  7,  2002,  the  University  named  Demon  great  Scott  Stoker  as  head 
football  coach.  Stoker,  34,  came  to  N.S.U.  from  McNeese  State.  He  had  been  at 
McNeese  since  1994.  There,  he  was  defensive  coordinator  for  2000  and  2001, 
where  he  put  impressive  numbers  under  his  belt;  McNeese  ranked  in  the  top  5  in 
Division  l-AA  for  both  years. 

The  Demons  went  93-51  in  Stoker's  13  seasons  as  an  offensive  and  defensive 
assistant  coach  at  Northwestern. 

Stoker,  who  is  married  and  has  three  daughters,  became  the  first  Northwestern 
graduate  in  four  decades  to  serve  as  head  football  coach  of  the  team.

Despite  an  impressive  game  from  Demon  quarterback  Craig  Nail 
and  receiver  Nathan  Black,  the  team  could  not  hold  Montana  on 
their  home  turf.

The  Northwestern  State  ROTC  program  gives 
students  a  taste  of  army  life  and  the  opportunity  to 
serve  their  country  as  a  commissioned  officer. 

NSU  currently  has  120  students  participating 
in  the  program,  31  on  scholarship  and  20  in  the 
simultaneous  membership  program  with  the 
National  Guard.   Out  of  270  U.S.  colleges  and 
universities  senior  ROTC  programs,  NSU's  ROTC 
program  placed  53rd. 

"The  quality  of  students  has  been  getting 
better  academically  as  well  as  the  gradual  level  from 
the  advanced  course,"  Captain  Mark  Levine,  NSU 
ROTC  recruiter. 

The  program  is  divided  up  into  two  levels, 
the  basic  course  and  the  advanced  course.   Basic 
course  students  are  freshmen  and  sophomores. 
Their  first  two  years  are  spent  getting  a  taste  of 
soldiering  in  order  to  find  out  if  they  would  like  to 
pursue  a  career  with  the  military.   Junior  and  senior 
advance  course  students  focus  train  on  preparing  to 
take  on  a  leadership  role  in  the  Army. 

"The  basic  course  is  a  great  way  for  students 
to  learn  about  the  military  and  to  make  an 
individual  decision,  'Is  this  right  for  me?'  An 
advanced  course  student  on  campus  is  a  cadet 
student  that  is  going  to  go  out  and  be  a  part  of 
whatever  the  national  strategy  is,"  Levine  says. 

Normally,  15  to  19  students  receive 
commissions.  This  year  15  students  are  planning 
to  complete  the  program  and  receive  their  "Gold 
Bars"  along  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  courtesy  of 
Northwestern  State  University.
